To  the  Members  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
sanitary  circumstances,  the  sanitary  administration,  and  the 
vital  statistics  of  the  district  during  the  year  1923. 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  contained  in  Circular  451,  the  report  for  the  year  1923 
is  an  “ordinary”  and  not  a  “survey”  report,  and  therefore 
matters  which  do  not  change  from  year  to  year  have  been 
omitted. 

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  (3)  notified  has  been  the 
lowest  on  record,  and  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  (14) 
under  one  year  of  age  has  also  been  the  lowest  on  record. 

The  abolition  of  privy  pits  still  proceeds,  and  thus  does  away 
with  a  grave  nuisance.  The  most  urgent  need  in  the  district 
is  the  provision  of  small  destructors  or  incinerators  in  order  to 
do  away  with  the  unsightly  and  insanitary  refuse  dumps, 
which  breed  flies  and  rats.

The  official  returns  were  issued  in  a  volume  for  the  County 
of  Hampshire,  including  the  Isle  of  Wight,  at  the  close  of  the 
year  1923,  and  this  showed  the  total  population  of  the  District 
as  30,910,  the  provisional  figure  which  had  been  obtained  on 
request  in  1921  being  30,926.  This  showed  a  small  decrease 
on  the  total  population  recorded  at  the  Census  of  1911,  viz., 
31,059.  This  decrease,  however,  is  apparently  entirely  owing 
to  the  decrease  in  Naval  and  Military  Institutions,  which  have 
suffered  a  large  decrease  since  the  Great  War,  the  population 
of  the  District  in  so  far  as  the  civil  population  is  concerned 
showing  an  increase  of  over  1500. 

At  the  Census  of  1911,  owing  to  the  numbers  in  Naval  and 
Military  Institutions,  the  males  exceeded  the  females  by  1,329, 
whereas  at  the  Census  of  1921,  the  females  exceeded  the 
males  by  1,132.  These  figures  are  taken  from  the  total  popu¬ 
lation.  As  the  number  of  males  considerably  exceeded  the 
number  of  females  in  Institutions  at  the  recent  Census,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  excess  of  females  over  males  in  the  civil 
population  is  considerable.

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On  April  1st  a  portion  of  the  parish  of  Northwood,  including 
the  village  of  Gurnard,  was,  as  the  result  of  an  inquiry  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  transferred  to  the  Urban  District  of 
Cowes.  The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  population 
before  that  date  was  29,680,  and,  since  the  transfer,  28,790, 
that  is,  a  reduction  of  the  parish  of  Northwood,  by  890.  As 
the  births  and  deaths  exclude  those  which  were  registered  in 
the  transferred  area  after  the  date  of  the  transfer,  the  estimate 
supplied  as  an  adjusted  population  for  the  middle  of  the  year, 
is  29,010,  and  on  this  figure  the  birth-rates  and  death-rates 
are  estimated.

BIRTHS. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  44U,  the  average  for  the 
previous  ten  years  being  470.  This  gives  a  birth-rate  of  15.1 
per  1,000  living,  the  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales 
generally  being  19.7. 

Of  these  440  births,  230  were  males  and  210  females,  this 
being  the  fourth  year  in  succession  that  the  number  of  male 
births  exceeded  the  number  ot  lemales. 
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In  the  ten  previous  years  the  average  number  of  male 
births  was  244  and  the  average  number  of  females  226. 

Of  the  440  births,  16  were  illegitimate. 


DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  302,  the  average  for  the 
previous  ten  years  being  345.  This  gives  a  death-rate  of  10.4. 
the  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally  being  11.6.

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The  deaths  from  cancer  and  malignant  disease  number  50 
as  compared  with  an  average  of  35  during  the  previons  10 
years. 

The  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  pulmonary  and  otherwise, 
number  21,  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years  being  26. 

The  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  (2)  were  double  the  average  for 
the  previous  10  years. 

The  deaths  from  whooping  cough  (4)  were  in  excess  of  the 
average  for  the  previous  10  years,  viz.,  2.5. 

The  deaths  from  pneumonia  (9)  compared  favourable  with 
the  average  for  the  previous  10  years,  viz.  15.8. 

The  deaths  from  influenza  (5)  also  compared  favourably 
with  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years,  viz.  17.8. 

No  death  was  reported  from  diphtheria,  the  average  for 
the  previous  10  years  being  2.5.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  table  that  tbe  natural  increase 
of  births  over  deaths  was  slightly  above  tbe  average  for  the 
previous  10  years. 


LONGEVITY. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  301  deaths  134,  or,  over 
41  per  cent.,  were  over  70  years  of  age,  and  60,  or  just  under 
20  percent.,  were  over 80  years.  Eight  were  over  00  years. 

INFANTILE  M  OET  A  LIT  Y. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  uge  was  14, 
the  average  for  the  previous  ten  \  ears  being  26.6. 

This  gives  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  31.8  per  1,000  reg¬ 
istered  births,  which  is  the  lowest  on  record  in  tbe  district. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally 

was  69. 

The  average  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the 
previous  ten  years,  was  56.

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DIPHTHERIA. 


Of  the  three  cases  of  diphtheria  notified  during  the  year,  2 
occurred  in  the  same  house  in  the  Parish  of  Wroxall*  in  the 
month  of  February,  and  were  x’emoved  to  the  Undercliff 
Isolation  Hospital.  The  third  case  was  notified  in  the  month 
of  May  from  a  farm  in  Brading,  and  was  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee,  but  was  discharged  shortly  after, 
as  negative  swabs  were  obtained  from  admission  onwards. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Of  the  fourteen  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified,  1  occurred  in  the 
month  of  April,  1  in  May,  1  in  July,  2  in  August,  5  in  October, 
and  4  in  December. 

As  regards  the  Parishes,  1  occun’ed  in  the  Parish  of 
Newchurch,  1  in  South  Arreton,  1  in  Northwood,  3  inTotland, 
4  in  Brading,  and  4  in  Wroxall. 

Of  these  14  cases,  2  died,  one  being  notified  in  July  in  South 
Arreton,  and  proved  to  be  of  a  virulent  type.  The  other  death 
occurred  in  a  patient  notified  in  Wroxall  in  the  month  of 

December. 


ENTERIC  (TYPHOID)  FEVER. 

As  regards  the  two  cases  of  Enteric  (Typhoid)  Fever,  both 
occurred  in  one  house  in  the  months  of  February  and  March, 
and  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Fairlee.  A 
relative  had  been  staying  in  the  house  who  had  been  suffering 
from  some  prostrating  condition  from  which  he  had  made  a 
very  bad  recovery,  but  it  was  impossible  to  prove  the  actual 
Bource  of  infection. 


PNEUMONIA. 

Of  the  two  cases  of  pneumonia  notified,  1  occurred  in 
Carisbrooke  in  the  month  of  September,  the  other  having  been 
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notified  in  the  County  Mental  Hospital  in  the  month  of  March. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

As  regards  the  six  cases  of  erysipelas,  3  occurred  in  Frosh- 
water,  1  in  Ashey,  and  2  in  Carisbrooke. 

OPHTHALM 1 A  NEON ATORU M. 

No  case  of  this  kind  has  been  notified  during  the  year.  The 
disease  has  now  been  notifiable  for  ten  years,  during  the  first 
five  of  which  30  cases  were  notified,  while  during  the  latter 
five  only  8  were  notified. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

One  child  died  of  encephalitis  lethargica  in  the  Royal  Isle 
of  Wight  County  Hospital  at  Ryde  in  the  month  of  June,  and 
although  not  notified  in  the  district,  was  a  resident  of  the 
Parish  of  Whippingham. 

As  regards  the  methods  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  these 
diseases,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  induce  parents  to  allow 
children  suffering  from  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever  to  be 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  disinfection  is  carried 
out  after  their  removal. 

Diphtheria  has  shown  a  marked  decrease  in  latter  years,  the 
number  notified  this  year  being  3,  while  the  average  for  the 
previous  10  years  was  25.7.  But  the  absence  of  this  disease 
is  apt  to  produce  a  false  sense  of  security,  while  experience 
shows  that  it  is  necessary  to  he  constantly  prepared  to  face  an 
outbreak,  and  you  have  provided  facilities  for  every  general 
practitioner  to  initiate  the  earliest  steps  which  no  one  else  can 
take.  Every  practitioner  is  entitled  to  be  provided  with  a 
sterile  swab,  which  can  be  sent  to  the  Clinical  Research 
Association  in  every  doubtful  case,  but  it  is  also  essential  that 
antitoxin  should  be  injected  immediately,  and  without  waiting 
for  the  result  of  the  swab,  as  every  day’s  delay  seriously 
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increases  the  risk  of  fatal  termination,  and  you  have  for  many 
years  sanctioned  the  payment  for  antitoxin  used  by  practition¬ 
ers  in  early  cases,  provided  that  the  address  of  the  patient  cat) 
be  verified  to  your  satisfaction  as  being  within  the  District. 

During  the  fifteen  years  1893-1907,  642  cases  of  diphtheria 
occurred,  that  is  an  average  of  42.8  per  annum,  whereas 
during  the  fifteen  years  1908-1922,  472  cases  occurred,  or  an 
average  of  31.4. 

The  percentage  of  deaths  during  the  fifteen  years  1893-1907 
was  16.9,  while  during  the  fifteen  years  1908-1922  it  was  9.5, 
which  is  still  far  too  high,  and  is  entirely  due  to  the  delay  in 
administering  antitoxin. 

During  the  three  years  ending  31st  December,  1923,  there 
have  been  30  cases  of  diphtheria  with  one  death,  or  at  the  rate 
of  3.3  per  cent.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

rile  total  number  of  notifications  of  tuberculosis  received 
ilu ring  the  year  amounted  to  28,  and  of  these  25  wore  cases  of 
pulmonary  tuberculosis,  and  3  other  forms.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year  1923  tho  Register  contained  the  names  of  76  cases, 
making  a  total  of  104.  Three  patients  who  had  loft  the  dis¬ 
trict  returned  to  it  during  the  year,  and  8  cases  died  without 
having  been  notified,  making  a  total  of  115,  and  2  deaths  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  District,  who  died  in  other  Districts, 
were  transferred  to  this  District  by  the  Registrar  General. 
The  total  number  of  patients  who  were  thus  known  to  be 
suffering  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  1923  was  therefore 
117.  Of  these  20  died,  and  15  left  the  District,  leaving  82  on 
the  Register  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Of  21  deaths,  notifications  had  been  received  in  regard  to  10. 
As  regards  the  other  11,  2  were  received  as  transfer  deaths 
from  other  Districts  ;  1  died  at  the  Royal  National  Consump¬ 
tion  Hospital  and  was  a  resident  of  Gloucestershire,  but  was 
not  transferred  away  by  the  Registrar  General,  and  has 
therefore  to  be  included  in  the  deaths  of  residents  ;  and  in  the 
cases  of  the  remaining  8  it  is  difficult,  owing  to  the  movements 
of  patients  from  one  Parish  to  another,  to  ascertain  whether 
the  practitioner  in  attendance  has  grounds  to  consider  that  the 
case  has  already  been  notified.  Article  IV  of  the  Public 
Health  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1911,  states  that  “every 
Medical  Practitioner  attending  on  or  called  in  to  visit  any 
person  shall,  within  48  hours  after  first  becoming  aware  that 
such  person  is  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  com¬ 
plete,  sign,  and  transmit  a  notification  of  the  case  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Area  within  which  the  place 
of  residence  of  the  person  is  situate,  provided  that  a  Medical 
Practitioner  shall  not  be  required  under  these  Regulations  to 
notify  any  case  of  Tuberculosis,  which  has  already  to  his 
knowledge  been  notified  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.’’ 

On  receipt  of  a  notification  enquiries  are  made  as  to  the 
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surroundings  of  the  patient,  and  the  house  is  inspected  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  if  this  has  not  recently  been  carried  out. 
On  the  removal  of  a  patient  from  the  District,  or  on  the  death 
of  a  patient,  the  room  is  disinfected,  and  the  bedding,  if 
necessary,  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  steam  disin¬ 
fection,  or  in  cases  where  the  bedding  is  much  soiled,  it  is 
destroyed  and  compensation  given. 

At  the  end  of  each  week  a  list  of  all  notifications  received, 
and  all  admissions  and  discharges  from  Sanatoria,  is  sent  to 
the  Tuberculosis  Officer  of  the  County  Council,  who  are 
responsible  for  the  treatment  of  the  patients,  and  make  all 
arrangements  for  admission  to  Sanatoria. 


4.  Causes  of  Sickness. 

Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  the  Gatcombe  District 
during  the  month  of  July,  and  in  Whitwell  in  the  month  of 
August.  Measles  was  prevalent  at  Brading  in  September, 
while  stray  cases  of  Chickenpox  occurred  in  several  Districts 
at  different  times  throughout  the  year.

PROFESSIONAL  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

(a)  GENERAL. 

District  Nurses  are  provided  in  the  following  Districts  : — 

Ashey  and  Binstead  Parishes  are  provided  for  by  the  Ryde 
and  District  Nursing  Association,  who  have  several  trained 
nurses  available. 

Brading  and  Yaverland  have  a  district  nurse  under  a  local 
Committee. 
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Brighstone,  Brooke,  and  Mottistone  have  a  district  nurse 
under  a  local  Committee. 

Calbourne  has  a  district  nurse  under  a  local  Committee. 

Carisbrooke  has  a  Queen  Victoria  Nurse  under  a  local  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  she  attends  the  Parish  generally,  which  includes 
the  married  quarters  at  Albany  Barracks. 

Chair,  Kingston,  and  Shorn-ell  have  a  District  Committee, 
which  provides  a  Nurse. 

Freshwater  and  Totland  have  a  Joint  Nursing  Association 
employing  ‘2  nurses,  who  live  at  the  War  Memorial  Nursing 
Home,  where  2  beds  are  provided  for  cases  of  emergency,  and 
a  wheeled  litter  is  available  for  any  accident. 

Gatcombe  district,  which  includes  part  of  South  Arreton  and 
part  of  Godshil,  has  a  nurse  under  a  local  Committee. 

Niton,  Whitwcll,  and  St.  Lawrence  form  a  District  Com¬ 
mittee  which  employs  a  nurse. 

Wootton  Bridge  has  a  Nursing  Association  employing  a 
nurse,  who  attends  a  considerable  part  of  Whippingham. 

Yarmouth  has  a  nurse  whose  district  extends  to  Thorley, 
Wellow,  and  Ningwood. 

The  Parish  of  Bonchurch  is  provided  for  by  the  Ventnor 
Nursing  Association,  who  employ  2  nurses.

The  parishes  of  Newchurch,  South  Arreton  and  Wroxall 
have  no  provision  for  nursing,  and  it  is  hoped  the  Isle  of 
Wight  County  Nursing  Association  may  bo  successful  in  their 
efforts  to  establish  nurses  in  these  parishes,  as  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  the  district  nurse  perforins  a  vory  useful  part  of  the 
general  scheme  for  the  mitigation  of  suffering,  as  well  as  the 
prolongation  of  life. 

(b)  FOR  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  provision  is  made  for  the  nursing  of  infectious  diseases 
in  the  homes  of  the  people,  and  it  rests  with  the  parents  to 
provide  nursing  for  such  cases  as  Measles,  &c. 

As  regards  the  more  serious  infectious  diseases  such  as 
Diphtheria,  every  one  is  urged  to  send  the  patients  to  the 
isolation  hospital  provided  by  you  and  which  will  be  referred 
to  later. 


MIDWIVES. 

The  total  number  of  midwives  who  practised  in  the  District 
during  the  year  amounted  to  24,  and  of  these  4  left  before  the 
end  of  the  year  Of  the  20  who  remained  at  the  end  of  the 
year,  16  were  resident  in  the  District,  and  4  were  resident  in 
other  Districts.

Venereal  diseases  are  provided  for  by  the  County  Council,  the 
centre  being  at  the  Die  of  Wight  County  Hospital  and  at  a 
building  behind  the  County  Hall,  Newport,  open  for  out¬ 
patients  on  one  afternoon  each  week.  There  are  two  beds 
available  at  the  Hospital,  if  necessary. 

HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDISED  BY  THE 
LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE  COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

1.  Tuberculosis.  Longford  House,  Havenstreet,  in  the 
parish  of  Aahey  was  opened  in  August,  1922,  by  the 
County  Council  as  a  Sanitorium  for  women  and  child¬ 
ren,  the  total  number  of  beds  being  23,  the  division 
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being  approximately  14  for  women  and  9  for  children. 

Uawthorndene,  Bonchurch,  has  accommodation  for 
20  women. 

The  Hermitage,  Whitwell,  can  accommodate  80  men 
These  latter  are  private  Institutions. 

St.  Catherine's  Home,  Niton,  has  accommodation  for 
children. 

2.  Maternity. 

3  Children. 

No  special  provision  is  made  by  any  Authority 
towards  Maternity  or  diseases  of  children  within  the 
district. 

4.  Fever.  You  are  one  of  the  constituent  Authorities  of  the 
Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  therefore  have  provision  as 
regards  24  of  your  29  Parishes  for  the  treatment  of 
infectious  diseases,  such  as  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever, 
and  enteric  fever,  at  the  Joint  Board’s  Isolation 
Hospital  at  Fairlee,  near  Newport,  which  has  accommo¬ 
dation  for  about  40  patients,  there  being  4  wards,  and 
7  single  rooms.  The  remaining  5  Parishes  of  the 
District,  viz.  Bonchurch,  Niton,  St.  Lawrence,  Whitwell, 
and  Wroxall,  are  provided  for  in  association  with 
Ventnor  by  the  Undercliff  Isolation  Hospital  Board. 
The  two  Hospitals  differ  in  the  method  of  work,  as  at 
Fairlee  the  patient  receives  medical  attention  from  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  whereas  in  the  TJndercliff 
Hospital  no  medical  attendance  is  provided  for  the 
patient,  who  has  to  make  arrangements  with  a  private 
practitioner,  and  this  arrangement  naturally  tends  to 
discourage  the  removal  to  Hospital  of  patients  with 
infectious  diseases,  such  as  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria 
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and  introduces  into  village  life  a  serious  danger,  as  it  is 
difficult  to  provide  nursing  for  cases  of  this  kind  in  the 
homes  of  the  people,  and  in  a  District  which  depends  on 
visitors  so  largely  for  its  means  of  livelihood  the  question 
becomes  a  serious  one. 

5.  Small-pox.  Provision  is  made  by  the  Isle  of  Wight 

County  Council  for  the  accommodation  of  cases  of 
small-pox  at  a  disused  School  at  Ashey,  which  has  a 
cottage  capable  of  accommodating  a  limited  number  of 
Staff,  and  a  school  room  with  accommodation  for  4 
patients,  while  extra  numbers  can  be  accommodated  by 
placing  marquees  in  the  garden.  The  arrangements 
and  management  are  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board,  who  provide  at  short 
notice  the  necessary  medical  attention,  nursing  &c. 

6.  Other.  The  main  Hospital  providing  for  general  illness 

for  the  district  is  situated  in  the  Borough  of  Hyde,  viz. 
The  Royal  Isle  of  Wight  County  Hospital,  which 
receives  patients  from  all  over  this  district. 

The  Frank  James  Memorial  Hospital  at  East  Cowes, 
outside  the  district,  receives  patients  from  Whippingham 
and  the  neighbourhood  around  East  Cowes. 

Patients  have  also  been  sent  from  time  to  time  to  the 
Scio  Hospital  in  Shanklin,  which  was  originally  started 
as  a  Children’s  Hospital. 

There  is  no  Institutional  provision  for  unmarried 
mothers,  illegitimate  infants,  or  homeless  children  in 
the  district. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  infectious  cases. — The  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  at 
Fairlee  provides  a  motor  ambulance  which  is  available  at  all 
times  for  the  conveyance  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases. 


Cases  which  arc  being  removed  to  the  Hospital  from  the  con¬ 
stituent  Authorities  are  conveyed  tree  of  charge,  and  as  re¬ 
gards  others  the  ambulance  can  be  obtained  at  a  charge  of  l/- 
per  mile  on  application  to  the  Hospital  (Telephone,  Newport 
106).  A  trained  nurse  travels  with  the  ambulance. 

(b)  For  non-infectious  and  accident  cases. — The  Isle  of 
Wight  Branch  of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  provides  a 
motor  ambulance  which  is  the  property  ol  the  Joint  Council 
of  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  and  the  Order  of  St.  John  of 
Jerusalem.  This  ambulance  is  stationed  at  the  garage  of 
Messrs.  Bird  Cheverton  and  Day,  in  Pyle  Street,  Newport, 
and  can  be  obtained  at  all  times  for  any  part  of  the  Isle  of 
Wight  at  a  charge  of  1/-  per  mile.  (Telephone,  Newport 
153).  Arrangements  are  made  for  a  \  .A.D.  nurse  to  travel 
with  the  ambulance,  and  all  provision  exists  for  long  journeys 
which  are  frequently  taken  to  different  parts  of  England. 


6.  Laboratory  Work. 

Pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations  are  made  by 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  of  London,  every  practi¬ 
tioner  who  desires  it,  being  provided  with  a  sterile  swab  for 
the  testing  of  suspicious  cases  of  diphtheria,  and  when  a  swab 
is  used  by  a  practitioner  a  telegram  of  the  result  is  sent  to 
him  within  48  hours  of  the  dispatch  of  the  swab,  and  a  typed 
report  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  which 
enables  him  to  verify  the  address  of  the  patient  being  within 
the  District.  During  the  year  under  review  43  swabs  were 
forwarded,  and  of  these  3  were  positive  and  40  negative. 

Sputa  from  cases  ol  tuberculosis  can  also  be  forwarded  for 
analysis,  and  during  the  year  under  review  4  specimens  were 
sent,  and  of  these  2  were  positive  and  2  negative. 

Specimens  of  blood  for  the  Widal  test  for  enteric  fever  can 
also  be  sent  and  excreta,  so  as  to  enable  a  certificate  of

freedom  to  be  given,  and  this  latter  is  of  extreme  importance 
in  order  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  a  typhoid  carrier  coming 
in  contact  with  milk  or  other  food.

DISINFECTION. 

The  arrangements  for  disinfection  consist  of  Formalin 
spraying  and  fumigation  by  Formalin  lamps  for  the  routine 
disinfection  of  rooms  after  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Mattresses,  and  other  woollen  clothing  are  removed  to  the 
steam  disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  in  so  far  as  the 
Fairlee  area  is  concerned. 

These  measures  are  carried  out  after  every  case  of  notified 
infectious  disease.  Iu  the  case  of  those  removed  to  hospital, 
the  disinfection  is  carried  out  immediately  after  the  removal 
of  the  patient  and  the  bedding,  while  in  the  case  of  those 
nursed  at  home  the  disinfection  and  removal  of  the  bedding  is 
carried  out  when  a  certificate  is  received  from  the  medical 
practitioner  in  attendance  that  the  patient  has  recovered  and 
is  no  longer  infectious.  At  the  same  time  that  these  routine 
duties  are  carried  out  the  friends  of  the  patient  are  instructed 
to  carry  out  a  thorough  cleansing  of  the  house,  and  to  open 
all  windows.  This  is  very  necessary,  as  there  is  an  unfortun¬ 
ate  tendency  to  consider  that  when  disinfection  has  been 
carried  out  by  the  sanitary  authority  no  cleaning  is  necessary. 


NUISANCES. 

The  investigation  of  premises  and  searching  out  nuisances 
still  proceeds,  and  in  this  connection  44  privy  pits  were 
abolished  during  the  year,  making  a  total  of  766  since  1907, 
when  the  first  attempt  was  made  to  endeavour  to  rid  the 
district  of  these  grave  nuisances. 
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ACTION  TAKEN  WITH  REGARD  TO  DAIRIES, 
COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Amendment  Act,  1922,  341 
applications  for  registration  were  received,  and  of  these  168 
were  wholesale  vendors  or  producers  only,  and  173  were  retail 
seller’s. 

You  are  at  present  endeavouring  to  come  to  some  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  various  neighbouring  Authorities  as  regards 
having  uniform  Regulations,  as  in  the  Isle  of  Wight  all  Districts 
are  connected  in  so  far  as  the  provision  of  milk  is  concerned, 
the  Rural  District  providing  the  greater  number  of  farms,  and 
the  Urban  Districts  providing  the  greater  number  of  consumers. 

Under  the  new  Act  two  separate  Registers  have  to  be  kept, 
one  for  wholesale  traders  and  producers,  and  another  for  those 
who  sell  by  retail,  and  as  regards  the  latter,  you  are  empower¬ 
ed  to  refuse  to  register  anyone  on  being  satisfied  that  the 
public  health  is  endangered,  or  likely  to  be  endangered,  by  any 
act  or  default,  and  in  the  case  of  a  retail  vendor  already 
registered,  you  are  empowered  to  serve  a  notice  on  him  to 
appear  before  you  in  not  less  than  seven  days,  and  show  cause 
why  his  name  should  not  be  removed  from  the  Register. 

8.  Public  Health  Staff. 

The  staff  of  the  Public  Healtli  Department  consists  of  one 
part-time  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  three  whole-time 
Sanitary  Inspectors  and  Surveyors. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  the  Diploma  in  Public 
Health,  and  is  not  engaged  in  private  practice,  and  is  also  the 
Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases 
of  the  Isle  of  Wight  Joint  Hospital  Board,  of  which  you  are  a 
constituent  Authority  as  regards  24  of  the  29  Parishes  in  the 
District. 

The  three  Sanitary  Inspectors  devote  their  whole  time  to 
the  work  of  the  Council,  which  consists  of  the  duties  of  House- 


ing  Inspectors,  Petroleum  Inspectors,  &c.,  as  well  as  Sanitary 
Inspectors  and  Surveyors. 

All  those  appointments  are  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  and  one  half  of  the  salary  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  one  half  of  the  salary  of  each  Inspector,  in  so  far 
as  the  appointment  refers  to  sanitary  inspection,  is  refunded 
by  Exchequer  Grant  through  the  County  Council. 

The  District  is  divided  into  three — Eastern,  Central,  and 
Western  and  the  areas,  populations,  and  houses,  are  as

During  the  year  under  review  a  portion  of  the  Parish  of 
Northwood  has  been  transferred  to  the  Urban  District  of 
Cowes,  and  therefore  the  population  of  the  Central  District 
is  about  890  less  than  that  stated  in  the  Census. 

You  have  now  appointed  Mr.  F.  W.  Buxton  to  be  temporary 
Inspector,  his  duties  to  be  mainly  those  in  connection  with 
Housing,  to  commence  duty  on  1st  January,  1924,  and,  after  a 
short  preliminary  training  under  Mr.  Buxton  Senior  in  the 
Parish  of  Yarmouth,  he  will  inspect  those  houses  mainly  of  the 
working  classes  in  the  Eastern  and  Central  Districts,  which 
have  not  yet  been  inspected  under  the  Housing  (Inspection  of 
Districts)  Regulations,  1910.

The  total  number  of  houses  inspected  under  the  Housing 
(Inspection  of  Districts)  Regulations,  1910,  amounted  during 
the  year  to  098,  and  864  re-inspections  were  made  as  regards 
houses  which  have  been  found  in  need  of  repair  in  this  or 
previous  years.  Of  these  864  re-inspected,  380  were  in  the 
Western  District,  237  iu  the  Eastern  District,  and  247  in  the 
Central  District. 

One  of  the  tables  shows  the  number  of  houses  inspected 
in  various  Parishes  during  the  last  5  years,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  in  the  future,  when  first  Inspections  have  been  completed 
during  the  year  1924  by  means  of  an  extra  Inspector,  that  the 
majority  of  houses  in  the  district  will  be  inspected  within  5

NEW  BUILDINGS. 


The  total  number  ot  new  houses  erected  during  the  year 
was  97,  which  is  the  largest  number  recorded  since  the  year 
1898,  and  of  these  56,  or  over  57  per  cent,  had  less  than  six 
rooms,  and  could  therefore  he  placed  in  the  category  of 
houses  of  the  working  classes 

The  tables  show  that  as  regards  the  district  as  a  whole,  the 
average  yearly  addition  of  houses  was  67  during  the  last  three 
years,  while  the  average  for  the  first  twenty  years  of  the 
century  was  43. 

In  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1920,  an  estimate  was 
made  of  the  deficiency  of  houses  in  the  district,  and  the 
estimate  then  made  was  calculated  on  the  assumption  that 
the  population  of  the  district  would  increase  in  the  same 
proportion  between  1911  and  1921  as  it  had  done  between  1901 
and  1911,  but  this  was  found,  at  the  census,  not  to  have 
occurred,  the  increase,  on  the  civil  population,  which  can  be 
accounted  for  by  eliminating  the  decrease  in  institutions,  not 
being  nearly  so  great  at  this  last  census  as  it  was  at  the 
previous  one.  At  the  same  time  the  average  number  of 
houses  built  has  rapidly  increased. 

At  the  same  time  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  houses  are 
required  in  certain  parishes. 

The  parishes  which  show  a  decrease  in  building  are  Binstead, 
Carisbrooke,  Mottistone,  Newchurch,  Northwood,  Shorwell, 
South  Arreton,  l’otland,  Whitwell,  Yarmouth  and  Yaverland, 
and  from  the  table  ot  populations  at  the  three  census  periods 
it  will  be  seen  that  of  these  the  parishes  of  Binstead, 
Carisbrooke,  Northwood,  Totland  and  Whitwell  have  steadily 
increased  in  population,  while  the  parishes  of  Mottistone, 
Newchurch,  Shorwell,  South  Arreton,  Yarmouth  and  Yaver¬ 
land  have  decreased.

METEOROLOGY.

Thanks  are  again  due  to  Mr.  Dover  and  Major  Brodie  for 
kindly  furnishing  Meteorological  Tables  for  the  year  1923. 

The  records  furnished  by  Mr.  Dover  are  taken  in  the  Parish 
of  Totland  at  a  distance  of  600  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  cliff, 
and  about  140  feet  above  sea  level.  These  records  show  that 
the  rainfall  for  the  year  was  30.73  inches,  which  is  above  the 
average  recorded  since  1886,  viz.  28.57,  to  the  end  of  1922. 
The  number  of  wet  days,  182,  was  also  above  the  average  for 
the  same  period,  viz.  162.4.  The  number  of  hours  of  bright 
sunshine,  1708.4,  was  below  the  average  recorded  since  1902, 
viz.  1780.4,  to  the  end  of  1922,  while  the  number  of  sunless 
days,  48,  was  also  less  than  the  average  during  the  same 
period,  viz.  57.9. 

The  records  furnished  by  Major  Brodie  are  tak<m  at  a 
distance  of  about  1J  miles  from  the  sea  at  Wootton  in  the 
Parish  of  Whippingham,  and  at  a  height  of  about  100  feet 
above  the  level  of  the  sea.  It  will  be  seen  from  these  that  the 
rainfall  for  the  year  was  33.42  inches,  which  was  in  excess  of 
Totland,  while  on  the  other  hand  the  number  of  wet  days, 
that  is  days  on  which  0.01  inches  of  rain  fell,  was  175  against 
182  in  Totland.

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REFUSE  DISPOSAL 


Of  the  29  Parishes  in  the  District  only  one,  the  Parish  of 
Bonchurch  with  a  population  of  500,  is  provided  with  a 
destructor,  and  thus  prevents  the  breeding  of  flies  and  rats, 
which  are  prevalent  in  all  cases  where  refuse  tips  are  provided. 
The  dumping  of  lefuse  in  heaps  is  unsightly  and  insanitary, 
and  is  a  grave  danger  owing  to  the  breeding  of  llies,  and  is 
unwot  thy  of  a  District  which  caters  for  visitors  in  Summer. 

The  provision  of  small  destructors  is  not  an  expensive 
matter,  and  experience  gained  during  the  Great  War  showed 
that,  small  incinerators  could  he  used  effectively  for  the 
destruction  of  refuse  of  camps  of  4000  and  over. 

The  urgent  need  of  small  destructors  or  incinerators 
particularly  applies  to  such  Parishes  as  Bembridge,  Binstead, 
Bradmg,  Carisbrooke,  Freshwater,  Totland,  and  Yarmouth. 
The  Parishes  of  Freshwater  and  Totland  might  well  be 
associated  in  the  provision  of  a  destructor  for  the  disposal  of 
the  refuse  of  the  combined  Parishes.  The  clinker  resulting 
from  the  process  can  be  usefully  employed  in  the  foundations  of 
the  roads. 

(c)  A  sewer  is  being  laid  in  Howgate  Road,  Bembridge,  which 
will  enable  houses  there  to  be  connected.  This  is  being  carried 
out  by  direct  labour  from  plans  prepared  by  your  Sanitary 
Surveyor. 

A  3  inch  water  main  is  being  laid  at  Winford  in  the  Parish 
of  Newchurch. 

The  improvements  carried  out  at  the  reservoir  of  Brighstone 
water  supply  in  the  year  1922  have  resulted  in  a  greatly 
increased  supply  for  the  district  during  the  year. 

A  water  main  extension  from  the  Calbourne  high  level  mains 
has  been  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  will  supply  a  long 
felt  want  by  enabling  farms  m  the  Parish  of  Carisbrooke  to  be 
supplied  with  water. 
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(d)  No  special  action  has  been  taken  during  the  year  to 
arouse  public  interest  in  the  prevention  of  ill  health,  as  it  is 
very  difficult  in  a  Rural  District  to  institute  propaganda  of  such 
a  nature  that  it  will  attract  the  attention  of  those  to  whom  it  is 
most  necessary.  The  only  efficient  means  of  attracting 
attention  to  public  health  appears  to  be  by  means  of  the  film, 
and  there  is  only  one  Parish  in  the  District  in  which  a  Cinema 
exists. 

(e)  No  important  special  reports  have  been  transmitted 
during  the  year. 
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
